lic officers. The new section 9 (1) will 
drop public officers who proved inacces- 
sible and will substitute some quasi-public 
officers as appointors. 

The old section 10, except as stated 
later, restricted the charitable objects to 
be assisted by the Foundation to inhabi- 
tants within 28 miles of the Victoria City 
Hall. The new section 10 enlarges this 
area to the County of Victoria. The old 
section 10 was probably intended to apply 
only to income, but did not make that 
clear, Which the new section 10 will do. 


The old section 11 allowed parts of 
donations to the Foundation to be dis- 
tributed to charities outside Victoria and 
environs, to comply with the wishes of 
the donors. The new section 11 will em- 
phasize that only exclusively charitable 
purposes are within the section, and that 
they must be within the Province. 


Section 13 as enacted empowered the 
Advisory Board of the Foundation by 
unanimous resolution to apply capital 
for purposes named in section 10. The 
amendment will substitute the purposes 
named in section 5A, which will narrow 
the purposes for which capital can be 
applied.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 10% inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.

a school district or districts, and the resi- 
dents therein, into a regional district, with 
such powers, obligations, and duties as 
provided by the Letters Patent and the 
said Act: 

And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of the said section 766 have 
been duly complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents We 
do order and proclaim that the area of 
land hereinafter described and the resi- 
dents therein shall, on, from, and after the 
date hereof, be incorporated as a regional 
district under the said Municipal Act and 
under and subject to the provisions herein- 
after contained or referred to: — 

1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of the 
“ Regional District of Central Kootenay.” 

2. The regional district shall comprise 
all that tract of land hereinafter described:

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as herein- 
after provided, the Councils of the mem- 
ber municipalities, other than electoral 
areas, shall appoint their requisite Direc- 
tor or Directors, who shall hold office 
until the 31st day of January, 1967, or 
until their respective successors are ap- 
pointed, whichever is the later. 

6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected in 
the year 1966 in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 772 of the Municipal 
Act; and until such Directors take office 
on the day prescribed in section 773 of 
the Municipal Act, the following persons 
are appointed Directors to represent the 
electoral areas: Electoral Area A, Oscar 
Wirsig; Electoral Area B, R. D. Currie; 
Electoral Area C, A, R. Sutcliffe; Elec- 
toral Area D, Charles Lind; Electoral 
Area E, Lionel Stainton; Electoral Area 
F, F. H. Lowe; Electoral Area G, George 
Murray; Electoral Area H, H. R. Mills; 
Electoral Area I, J. S. Scott; Electoral 
Area J, W. G. Horvath; Electoral Area K, 
William Kraft. 


7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 13th day of Decem- 
ber, 1965, at 8 o’clock in the afternoon at 
the City Hall, Nelson. 


8. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
years 1965 and 1966 may in the aggregate 
equal $15,000 and shall be repaid out of 
the revenues of those years. 

9. In addition to all other powers of the 
regional district, the regional district has, 
for the purpose of exercising its powers, 
duties, and obligations, the full power to 
acquire, hold, and dispose of real and 
personal property and to contract for 
materials and services, both personal and 
otherwise. 

10. The provisions of sections 795 to 
798p, inclusive, of the Municipal Act 
apply to the regional district. 

11. The regional district may undertake 
any work or service for and on behalf of 
any member municipality, other than an 
electoral area, or on behalf of an im- 
provement district, upon such terms and 


(b) 
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conditions as are mutually agreed upon, 
provided such work or service is within 
the powers of the municipality or the im- 
provement district, and provided that the 
entire cost of any such work or service 
shall be borne by the municipality or im- 
provement district concerned. 

12. With respect to that part of the re- 
gional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
all the powers of a district municipality 
under Part XVI of the Municipal Act ex- 
cept sections 589 and 590, and the pro- 
visions of the said Part, except sections 
589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis.

along the boundaries of Section 9 to the 
easterly boundary of Lot 648, Kootenay 
Land District; thence southerly, westerly, 
and northerly along the boundaries of 
Lot 648 to the southerly boundary of 
Section 9 aforesaid; thence westerly 
along the southerly boundaries of Sec- 
tions 9 and 8, the northerly boundary of 
Lot 1109, the southerly boundary of Sec- 
tion 8 aforesaid, the northerly boundaries 
of Lots 6658 and 6659, and the southerly 
boundary of Section 7 to the south-west 
corner of Section 7—all the sections 
herein above mentioned being in Town- 
ship 23, Range 18 aforesaid; thence con- 
tinuing westerly along the southerly 
boundary of Section 12, Township 23, 
Range 19, to the north-east corner of 
Section 2; thence southerly along the 
easterly boundary of Section 2 to the 
south-east corner thereof; thence west- 
erly along the southerly boundaries of 
Sections 2, 3, 4, and 5, all in Township 
23, Range 19, produced to the northerly 
boundary of the watershed of Bugaboo 
Creek; thence westerly and southerly 
along said boundary to the divide sepa- 
rating the waters flowing easterly into 
Columbia River from those flowing west- 
erly into Duncan River and Kootenay 
Lake; thence southerly along said divide 
and continuing in a general southerly and 
westerly direction along the westerly and 
southerly boundaries of the watershed of 
St. Mary River to the easterly boundary 
of the watershed of Goat River; thence 
southerly along said boundary to the 
point thereon which lies closest to the 
north-east corner of Lot 3903; thence by 
a straight line to said corner; thence 
southerly and westerly along the easterly 
and southerly boundaries of said Lot 
3903 to the north-east corner of Lot 
12603; thence southerly and westerly 
along the easterly and southerly bound- 
aries of said Lot 12603 to the south-west 
corner thereof; thence due west to the 
easterly boundary of the watershed of 
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Goat River; thence south-westerly along 
said boundary to the point which lies 
closest to the most easterly north-east 
corner of Lot 812; thence by a straight 
line to said corner; thence southerly along 
the easterly boundary of said Lot 812 to 
the south-east corner, being the point of 
commencement. 

3. The member municipalities of the 
regional district are as follows:— 

(a) Municipalities: The Corporation 
of the City of Cranbrook, The 
Corporation of the Village of 
Chapman Camp, The Corporation 
of the City of Fernie, The Corpo- 
ration of the Village of Invermere, 
The Corporation of the City of 
Kimberley, The Corporation of 
the Village of Marysville, Village 
of Natal, Village of Sparwood: 
Electoral areas: Electoral Areas 
A be, DE, BR, and G,; the 
boundaries of which are described 
in Appendix A attached hereto. 

4. The population deemed to be a vot- 
ing unit is 2,500. 

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as herein- 
after provided, the Councils of the mem- 
ber municipalities, other than electoral 
areas, shall appoint their requisite Direc- 
tor or Directors, who shall hold office 
until the 31st day of January, 1967, or 
until their respective successors are ap- 
pointed, whichever is the later. 

6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected 
in the year 1966 in accordance with the 
provisions of section 772 of the Munici- 
pal Act; and until such Directors take 
office on the day prescribed in section 773 
of the Municipal Act, the following per- 
sons are appointed Directors to represent 
the electoral areas: Electoral Area A, 
G. H. Fedorek; Electoral Area B, Henry 
Nelson; Electoral Area C, F. Vince 
Downey; Electoral Area D, R. H. Vigne; 
Electoral Area E, Gerry De Cosse; Elec- 
toral Area F, J. F. M. Henderson; Elec- 
toral Area G, Cameron H. Moore. 

7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 18th day of Decem- 
ber, 1965, at 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
at the City Hall, Cranbrook, B.C. 

8. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
years 1965 and 1966 may in the aggre- 
gate equal $15,000 and shall be repaid 
out of the revenues of those years. 

9. In addition to all other powers of 
the regional district, the regional district 
has, for the purpose of exercising its 
powers, duties, and obligations, the full 
power to acquire, hold, and dispose of 
real and personal property and to con- 
tract for materials and services, both per- 
sonal and otherwise. 


10. The provisions of sections 795 to 
798p, inclusive, of the Municipal Act 
apply to the regional district. 

11. The regional district may under- 
take any work or service for and on be- 
half of any member municipality, other 
than an electoral area, or on behalf of 
an improvement district, upon such terms 
and conditions as are mutually agreed 
upon, provided such work or service is 
within the powers of the municipality or 
the improvement district, and provided 
that the entire cost of any such work or 
service shall be borne by the municipality 
or improvement district concerned. 

12. With respect to that part of the 
regional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
all the powers of a district municipality 


(b) 


under Part XVI of the Municipal Act 
except sections 589 and 590, and the pro- 
visions of the said Part, except sections 
589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis. 

13. Lands within the corporate limits 
of any city, district, town, or village mu- 
nicipality and lands which are hereafter 
incorporated therein are excepted from 
the electoral areas described in Appendix 
A, referred to in paragraph 3.

And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of the said section 766 have 
been duly complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the area 
of land hereinafter described and the 
residents therein shall, on, from, and after 
the date hereof, be incorporated as a re- 
gional district under the said Municipal

1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of 
the “Regional District of Columbia-

2. The regional district shall comprise

boundary of the watershed of Adams 
Lake and Adams River; thence north-

Foster Creek; thence in a general east- | 


erly direction along the said southerly 
boundary and that of Baker Creek to its 
intersection with the easterly boundary of 
the Province; thence southerly along said 
boundary to the point of intersection with 
the westerly boundary of the watershed 
of Kootenay River, being the point of 
commencement. 

3. The member municipalities of the 
regional district are as follows:— 

(a) Municipalities: The Corporation 

of the Village of Golden, The Cor- 
poration of the City of Revelstoke, 
The Corporation of the District of 
Salmon Arm, Village of Salmon 
Arm; 
Electoral areas: Electoral Areas 
A, B, C, and D, the boundaries of 
which are described in Appendix 
A attached hereto. 

4. The population deemed to be a vot- 
ing unit is 2,500. 

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as here- 
inafter provided, the Councils of the 
member municipalities, other than elec- 
toral areas, shall appoint their requisite 
Director or Directors, who shall hold 
office until the 31st day of January, 1967, 
or until their respective successors are 
appointed, whichever is the later. 

6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected in 
the year 1966 in accordance with the 
provisions of section 772 of the Municipal 
Act; and until such Directors take office 
on the day prescribed in section 773 of 
the Municipal Act, the following persons 
are appointed Directors to represent the 
electoral areas: Electoral Area A, W. Za- 
zulak; Electoral Area B, R. Hume; Elec- 
toral Area C, H. C. Ford; Electoral Area 
BD; G. A. Perry. 

7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 15th day of Decem- 
ber, 1965, at 8 o’clock in the afternoon 
at the City Hall, Revelstoke, B.C. 

8. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
years 1965 and 1966 may in the aggregate 
equal $15,000 and shall be repaid out of 
the revenues of those years. 

9. In addition to all other powers of 
the regional district, the regional district 
has, for the purpose of exercising its pow- 
ers, duties, and obligations, the full power 
to acquire, hold, and dispose of real and 
personal property and to contract for ma- 
terials and services, both personal and 
otherwise. 

10. The provisions of sections 795 to 
798p, inclusive, of the Municipal Act ap- 
ply to the regional district. 

11. The regional district may under- 
take any work or service for and on be- 
half of any member municipality, other 
than an electoral area, or on behalf of 
an improvement district, upon such terms 
and conditions as are mutually agreed 
upon, provided such work or service is 
within the powers of the municipality or 
the improvement district, and provided 
that the entire cost of any such work or 
service shall be borne by the municipality 
or improvement district concerned. 

12. With respect to that part of the 
regional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
all the powers of a district municipality 
under Part XVI of the Municipal Act 
except sections 589 and 590, and the pro- 
visions of the said Part, except sections 
589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis.

13. Lands within the corporate limits 
of any city, district, town, or village mu- 
nicipality and lands which are hereafter 
incorporated therein are excepted from 
the electoral areas described in Appendix 
A, referred to in paragraph 3.
